OME  have  called  it  "The  Rhine  of  America."    Nearly  everybody  who  has  anything  to  say  about  it 

h   uses  that  phrase  with  the  idea  tliat  it  is  at  oneo  clear,  complimentary  and  comprehensive.      It  is 

^jf    possible,  even  probable,  that  the  first  man  to  whom  this  comparison  came  as  a  happy  thought  had 

^f'^  seen  the  Rhine,  or  at  least  was  well  acquainted  with  somebody  who  had  seen  it,  but  as  nmch  cannot 
be  said  for  the  majority  of  those  who  use  the  expression  nowadays.  Few,  very  few,  of  those  Avho  admire  the  beauties 
of  the  River  St.  John  know  any  more  about  the  Rhine  than  they  do  about  the  great  wall  of  Cliina. 

So  far  as  can  be  learned,  the  Rhine  and  the  St.  John  have  little  in  common,  save  that  both  enjoy  the  posses- 
sion of  beautiful  scenery.  Yet  the  scenery  of  the  one  is  not  the  scenery  of  the  other.  The  one  is  a  rather  dirty 
river,  flowing  with  Teutonic  apathy  through  an  old  and  settled  country  whcx-e  11  i'  cities  were  tinishcd  centuries  ago, 
and  where  the  villages  stopped  growing  about  the  same  time;  the  other  is  a  noble  stream  of  clear  water,  flowing  in 
majesty  to  the  sea  through  a  new  and  glorious  country  of  which  the  possibilities  are  yet  to  be  determined.  Year  by 
yi'ar  its  cities  increase  in  size  and  commercial  imiwrtance,  while  the  flourishing  settlements  along  its  banks  grow 
apace  as  the  wonderful  wealth  of  the  fertile  lands  is  more  fully  developed.  The  St.  Jolm  has  a  chara  ter  of  its  own, 
and  needs  not  to  build  a  reputation  on  the  fame  of  the  rivers  of  other  lands.  It  can  well  aflbrd  to  rust  on  what  is 
distinctively  its  own. 

It  is  a  wonderful  river.  Taking  its  rise  among  the  hills  of  Maine,  for  nearly  live  hundred  miles  it  flows 
through  forest  and  settled  I'ountry,  past  cities,  towns  and  prosperous  villages,  at  times  pent  in  and  thundering  in  the 
mighty  waterfall  or  rushing  in  swift  rapids.  At  times,  again,  it  broadens,  its  surfoce  measured  by  the  mile,  as  smooth 
and  mirror-like  as  a  sheltered  lake.  The  most  frail  of  crafts,  the  birch  canoe,  may  safely  make  the  journey  of  this 
great  water-way,  interrupted  only  at  the  upper  portion  of  the  river  by  an  occasional  portage,  and  ladies  are  among 
those  who  have  enjoyed  the  delights  of  such  an  outing. 

This  mighty  river,  with  its  tributaries,  drains  two  million  acres  in  Quebec,  six  million  in  Maine,  and  nine 
million  in  New  Brunswick.  In  the  ordinary  course  of  nature  such  a  river  would  have  a  wide  outlet  to  the  sea,  but 
in  this  respect  the  St.  John  ditfers  from  all  the  famous  rivers  of  the  world.     This  great  body  of  water,  flowing  for

five  liiuHh-ed  fei.t  wide.  Across  this  gorge  are  stretched  tlio  8t.  Jolm  l>ridgos  at  a  dizzy  height  ahove  the  Hood. 
Ivcaciiiiig  this  outitt,  the  w.iters  nisii  through  it  with  terrific  force  and  form  the  most  remarkai)le  falls.  When  Ihc 
tidoish)\v  ill  the  hnrlio,',  the  (.utilowiiig  river  Jias  a  fall  of  lifteen  feet;  hut  when  the  tide  is  high,  the  , sea  flowing  hack 
into  the  river  reverses  this  fali.  At  such  limes  no  craft  could  live  in  tins  swirling  cauldron.  It  is  only  at  half-tide,  or 
wlack  water,  that  navigation  is  ])ossihie,  and  then  even  an  ordinary  row  hoal  may  j)ass  in  .safety. 

When  or  how  tiiis  rocky  pass  was  formed  can  1 dy  a  matter  of  vain  conjecture.     There  is  a   theory,  which 

seems  reasonal)le  enough,  tiiat  tlu^  corrse  of  tiie  river  was  once  through  the  valley  now  traversed  hy  the  Intcn'oloiual 
Railway  from  8t.  John  to  the  Kennehecasis,  and  that  the  outlet  was  at  Coiu'tenay  Hav,  to  the  northeast  of  the  citv. 
[{y  some  mighty  convulsion  of  nature  the  nxdc  at  the  falls  was  n^nt  asund.'r  and'  the' course  of  the  river  changed. 
"Split  Rock,"  in  its  appearance,  hears  out  this  idea.  The  whole  face  of  the  clills  on  hoth  sides  is  suggestive  of  a 
violent  (hsru])tion. 

The  ascent  of  the  river  is  usually  made  with  In<liantown  as  the  starting  point.  The  Star  Line  Steamship 
Company  gives  an  excellent  daily  service  throughout  the  season,  to  Fredericton  and  all  intermediate  points,  'fwo 
tine  steamers  are  engaged  in  this  .service,  connecting  with  the  railway  lines  at  the  capital  and  with  a  .steamer  for 
Woodstock  and  other  ])oints  up  the  river.  The  same  company  also  has  a  tri-".-eekly  service  on  the  Belleisle  route  to 
Springfield,  Kings  County,  as  well  as  a  Saturday  and  l\[onday  service  to  and  froin  Long  Island.  There  is  also  a 
tri-weekly  service  to  Cole's  Ishuid,  Washademoak  Lake.  The  steamer  wharf  is  reached  by  the  electric  cars  from  all 
parts  of  St.  John,  so  that  the  facilities  for  cheap  and  convenient  travel  cainiot  well  he  surpassed.  The  faro  by  steamer 
from  St.  John  to  Fredericton  is  only  one  dollar,  and  the  rates  are  proportioned  to  the  distance  for  the  various  stoppimr 
places  between  the  two  cities. 

There  is  no  hu'k  of  these.  In  this  distance  of  84  miles  the  stopping  places  are  no  less  than  forty  in  numbi'r. 
This  does  not  mean  that  the  through  trip  is  delayed  by  a  stop  at  each  of  these  place-,  but  that  stops  are  made  onlv 
when  there  are  passengers  or  freight  to  be  put  ashore  or  taken  aboard.  This  work  is  expe<lited  by  boats  putting  o'lf 
from  the  shore,  while  the  steamer's  lieadway  is  stopped  just  long  enough  to  permit  the  transfers  to  be  made.  The 
scenes  on  such  occasions  are,  of  themselves,  of  no  small  interest  to  strangers. 

After  leaving  Indiantown,  the  lower  portion  of  the  river  is  bordi^red  by  a  series  of  hills,  some  of  which  ar.- 
singularly  bold  in  their  contour.     Passing  through  a  narrow  part  of  the  river  between  these  hills,  and  leaving  the 
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picturesque  promontory  of  Boar's  Head  in  the  rear,  the  steamer  emerges  into  the  broad  and  beautiful  sheet  of  water 
known  as  Grand  Bay,  South  Bay,  the  seat  of  lumber  industries,  being  passed  on  the  left.  Tlie  Kennebecasis,  a  river 
of  no  moan  importance  in  itself,  unites  with  the  St.  John  a  few  miles  above  the  city,  and  in  this  vicinity  are  as  fine 
yachting  waters  as  can  be  found  in  this  part  of  the  world. 

Ten  miles  up  is  Westfleld,  a  charming  place,  much  in  ftivor  with  St.  Jolm  femilies  as  a  summer  resort.  Its 
pro.ximity  to  the  city  and  the  ease  with  whicli  it  is  reached,  both  by  railway  and  steamer,  have  done  much  to  increase 
Its  popularity  in  recent  yi-ars.     It  is  also  much  in  favor  as  a  picnic  ground.     The  hotel  acconunodation  is  excellent. 

The  Ncrcpis,  on  the  cast  side  of  the  river  is  another  tril)utary  of  the  St.  John.  Passing  this,  the  steamer  enters 
the  Long  Reach,  a  body  of  water  sixti'cn  miles  long  and  with  a  width  of  from  one  to  three  miles.  At  Porter's 
Landing,  18  miles  from  the  city,  is  a  new  summer  hotel  and  grounds,  known  as  "The  Cedars."  The  location  is 
admirable,  both  as  regards  the  view  and  the  surroundings,  and  as  the  hotel  has  been  run  in  first-class  style,  the 
l)atronage  has  been  very  large.  Since  the  first  season  much  has  been  done  to  improve  the  grounds,  and  there  can  be 
no  doubt  of  the  continued  popularity  of  "The  Cedars"  in  the  future. 

The  Devil's  Back  is  the  striking  name  of  a  spur  of  the  minor  Alleghany  mountain  chain  which  is  seen  in 
tliis  vicinity.  The  title  is  in  striking  contrast  to  that  of  the  Minister's  Face,  which  is  to  be  found  on  the  Kennebe- 
casis river,  not  far  from  llothesay. 

Passing  Oak  Point,  an  old  settled  and  still  popular  place  for  summer  excursions,  the  steamer  reaches  A'anwart's, 
.:?0  miles  from  tlie  city,  where  a  good  dimii'r  and  other  recpiisite  accommodation  can  alwavs  be  had  bv  the  traveller. 
Between  this  and  ( )ak  Point  are  at  least  two  olijccts  of  interest.  One  of  these  is  Grassy  Island,  famed  for  the  richness 
an<l  abundance  of  its  hay,  and  the  other  is  a  curidus  bfind  cliannel  known  as  The  Mistake. 

Just  al)ove  Tlu;  IMistake,  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  is  the  almost  hidden  envrance  to  Belleisle  Bay.  This  is 
a  fine  body  of  Avater,  nearly  fourteen  miles  long,  with  a  width  of  one  mile  for  tlu^  entire  distance.  It  aflln-ds  ample 
room  and  safe  navigation  for  all  kinds  of  craft,  and  its  surroundings  of  tree-clad  hills  form  some  very  attractive  bits 
of  scent'ry.     Kingston,  an  old  but  very  quiet  village,  is  located  on  a  small  stream  which  empties  into  the  Belleisle. 

Spoon  Island,  between  Vanwart's  and  Hampstead,  has  a  r(>putation  on  account  of  the  superior  quality  of  grey 
granite  which  has  been  quarried  tliere.  This  quarry  was  originally  opened  in  1851,  to  supply  the  material  for  thV 
towers  of  the  St.  John  suspension  bridge,

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paddle  wheels  atthe  sides,  but  the  propulsion  is  by  a  wheel  at  the  stern.  The  greater  portion  of  such  wheels  is  out 
ot  tlie  water,  and  presents  a  curious  sight  to  one  who  has  never  sv.n  such  a  device.  By  means  of  it,  however,  navi-ni- 
tion  IS  easily  accomphshcKl  in  parts  of  the  river  where  a  side  wheel  steamer  would  be  speedily  brought  to  a  standstill 

Ihe  traveller  will  be  well  rewarded  by  taking  one  of  these  steamers  to  Woodstock.  The  scenery  of  the  upper 
part  of  the  river  is  somewhat  diiferent  from  that  of  the  lower  part,  but,  in  some  respects,  even  more  aitractive.  The 
broad  stream  flows  very  rapidly  in  places,  and  the  hills  along  the  shore  rise  boldlv,  the  .lark  ^reen  of  the  waviiK^ 
forests  contrasting  sharply  with  the  clear  summer  sky.  Here  ami  there  are  seen  low  islands,  covered  with  luxuriant 
grasses,  margined  with  thick  shrubbery  and  vines,  over  which  tower  the  tall  and  graceful  elms  and  maples.  The 
^^aerways  between  tae  islands  are,  for  the  most  part,  narrow  an.l  intricate  pass,>s.  demanding  a  high  degree  of  skill 
and  attention  on  the  part  of  those  to  whom  the  navigation  of  the  steamer  is  entrusted.  Accident:  do  not  happen

The  city  is,  in  a  sense,  a  nu-litary  centre  as  well,  for  here  is  located  the  Royal  .School  of  Infantry,  the  only  body 
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111  the  proviueu  ou  i)(.>riiuuu'nt  garrison  duty.     There  are  many  other  respects  in  which  Fredericton  i«  notable,  wliich 
Avill  be  referred  to  from  time  to  time  in  the  following  pages. 

Nearly  three  hundred  years  ago,  in  1004,  the  French  explorer,  De  Monts,  visited  the  site  of  the  city,  and  later, 
in  ]('.'.)(l,  the  Chevelior  de  Villebon,  (Jovernor  of  Acadia,  crossed  the  Bay  of  Fundy  from  Fort  Royal,  and  ascended  the 
Pviw  r  St.  John  to  this  point.  On  the  easterly  l)ank  of  the  river  he  l)uilt  Fort  Xaslnvaak,  and  later,  a  French  village 
Wiis  founded  at  Point  St.  Anne,  on  tlu^  westerly  l)aidc.  This  was  the  beginning  of  Fredericton,  which  for  some  yean: 
after  the  French  had  gone  and  the  English  were  masters,  retained  the  record  of  the  ancient  possession,  under  the  name 
of  St.  Ann's.     It  has  been  the  capital  of  New  Brunswick  since  17H5. 

The  choice  of  a  capital  was  grounded  on  sound,  practical  reasons.  At  that  time,  when  railways  had  not  begun 
to  exist  even  in  dn^ams,  and  the  river  and  tlie  highway  were  the  sole  modes  of  cnnnnunication,  the  location  was 
central  in  respect  to  all  parts  of  the  province.  It  is  cipially  central  to-day,  though  the  toilsome  Journ(ys  are  of  the 
past.  Two  lines  of  railNvay,  the  Canadian  Pacific  and  the  Canada  Fastern,  with  their  connecting  lines,  now  ;;ive 
swift  and  easy  access  from  the  most  renioti'  points.  Tlie  former  of  these  roads  gives  direct  connection  with  St.  .bihu 
and  the  up  river  countit's,  wiuie  the  latter,  I'unning  eastwardly  across  the  country  to  Miramichi,  taps  the  Interi'olo- 
nial  i-^ysteni.  Apart  from  the  beautiful  voyage  by  the  river,  Fredericton  is  an  easy  place  to  reacli,  and  a  place  worth 
seeing  when  one  does  reach  it, 

Tlie  tirst  point  with  a  traveller  arriving  in  a  city  is  to  make  snri'  of  good  accommodation.  There  are  excellent 
hotels  here.  The  leading  houses  are  the  Parker  and  the  (^ueen,  both  of  which  have  a  wide  reputation,  and  are  fully 
e(|nijipe(l  to  cater  to  every  want  of  the  traveller.  Other  good  hotels,  but  on  a  smaller  scale,  are  the  Lome,  lioyal, 
City  Hotel  and  Commercial  House.     The  traveller  can  lake  his  choice  and  lie  well  served  at  all. 

What  to  see  after  reaching  the  city  is  easily  answered.  One  has  oidy  to  look  around  and  iind  attractive  sights 
everywhere.     It  is  a  matter  of  taste  where  the  tour  of  inspection  should  begin. 

The  parlianu'nt  building  may  be  tirst  taken.  It  has  no  savor  of  antiipiity  about  it,  having  been  built  to 
replace  the  structure  destroyed  l)y  tiri^  in  ]S7i).  It  is  of  a  very  ditferent  style  of  architecture  from  the  old  building, 
or  collection  of  buddings,  constructed  of  wood  in  a  severely  simple  style.  The  prest'ut  abode  of  the  legislature  is  of 
freestone,  with  a  handsome  front  in  the  Corinthian  style.  It  has  two  stories  and  a  mansard,  and  a  splendid  view 
is  to  be  had  from  the  cupola.  Within  the  building,  in  addition  to  the  legislative  chamliers,  which  are  of  intt'rest  to 
most  visitors,  are  some  old  paintings  bv  master  bands,  including  one  of  (ieorgo  tlie  Third,  by  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds.

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In  one  thing  Frcdericton  is  pleasantly  conspicuous— the  large  number  of  deeiduous  trees,  found  alike  on 
public  and  p:-:vato  grounds  and  lining  tlie  residential  streets.  The  men  of  the  past  seem  to  have  had  a  just  apprecia- 
tion of  the  vr.lue  of  these  accessories,  and  their  example  is  followed  by  their  descendants.  Thus  one  finds  not  only 
all  kinds  of  foliage  Avhich  can  flourish  in  this  climate,  but  trees  of  all  ages  as  well.  There  are  the  stately  monarchs 
who-e  great  girth  and  Inige  forked  limbs  tell  of  a  truly  green  old  age,  and  from  them  in  a  descending  scale  to  the 
carefully  tended  shoot  planted  when  the  season  was  last  at  hand.  To  gain  an  idea  of  tiiis  wealth  of  foliage,  one  must 
view  the  city  from  the  hill  in  the  rear,  and  having  done  so,  he  will  understand  that  practical  arboriculture  is  a 
sul)ject  on  which  the  citizens  need  no  instruction. 

In  the  midst  of  the  city,  at  one  side  of  its  busiest  thoroughfare,  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  of  places.  It  is  the 
Oflicers'  Scjuare,  a  part  of  the  military  grounds  ()f  which  mention  has  already  been  made.  The  fine  old  trees  which 
.skirt  its  bordci's  make  the  broad  and  level  sward  doubly  attractive,  while  one  has  only  to  cross  this  sward  to  leave 
the  stir  of  business  behind  and  find  the  contentment  of  solitude;  in  the  contemplation  of  the  broad  and  peaceful  river. 

(Outside  of  the  precincts  of  the  city  are  walks  and  drives  of  a  nature  to  satisfy  the  most  exacting  tastes  among 
tliose  who  can  appreciate  the  beauties  of  rural  scenery.  To  the  n  .'-ih,  especially,  is  nuich  to  reward  the  eye.  The 
country  is  a  rich  farming  land  and  the  evidences  of  this  are  found  everywhere  as  one  proceeds.  The  land  over  which 
the  road  runs  is  mow  elevated  than  in  the  city,  and  thus  there  is  revealed  a  glorious  panorama  of  river  and  country 
scenery.  A  more  beautiful  drive  on  a  sunuuer  day  would  be  hard  to  find  in  any  part  of  the  province.  The  artistes 
pencil  need  not  be  idle  on  such  a  trip.     There  is  nuich  on  the  landscape  to  claim  its  attention. 

Springhill,  a  few  miles  above  Fredericton,  has  a  wide  reputation  by  reason  of  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
ajiples  and  other  fruit  grown  there.  Some  very  remarkable  results  have  been  obtained  by  those  engaged  in  the 
industry,  proving  that  this  is  in  truth  a  fruit  growing  country. 

An  excellent  house  of  entertainment  is  found  at  Springhill,  much  in  favor  with  driving  parties  and  individual 
pleasure  seekers.
